If received after May 15th and 
your garden soil is ready, they may be planted 
directly in the ground provided that a covering 
is pleced over them to protect them from the 
sun for a few dovs. 


We will ship orders for rooted cuttings by 
parcel post, if you will enclose with your order 
55c to cover the cost of special handling and/or 
special delivery.
